CROPS INJ UROPE 


Advice to the English to 


Hold Their Wheat. 


LONDON, June 36.—The Mark Lane 


Express says the crop prospects in 
England and Prance are improved. 
Wheat is heading in France under 
thoroughly satisfactory conditions and 
a yield of 40,000,000 quarters is ex- 
pected. Advices from central Europe 
show that after allowing for local 
troubles a full average crop of wheat

LANGUAGE OF NATURE. 


What the Varying Condition! *t 


Root, Br»cn, Priltand I*at 


Show to the Expert. 


The skilled horticulturists will look 


at an orange and tell you whether it 
grew on the inside or the outside of a 
tree. H inside, it will be of an ex- 
quisite satiny smoothness and of a pale 
lemon tint, while the orange grown OD 
the outside will be blowsy-red, coarse 
and rough. The outside orange is 
sweeter end richer than the other, but 
the latter grades and sells as strictly 
fancy, while the coarse one sells as sec- 
ond or third grade. Examining care 
fully the oil cells, he will state that a 
lemon tree grew near by and that a 
wandering bee carried some of the pol- 
len and mingled it with that of the 
orange. If the "rag" is melting in the 
mouth, almost vanishing away, he says 
the tree was well supplied with potash 
When the seeds are large, plump and 
heavy, the tree had a sufficiency of 
phosphoric acid in the fertilizer. 


The horticulturist who thoroughly 


knows his business can determine 
which' was the north side of a young 
nursery tree, as well as that of the aged 
tree in the grove or forest. He can de- 
scribe the root formation of a Lc Conte 
pear tree by seeing the body and head 
If there is a yellow subsoil and a deep- 
growing tap root, the top will grow up 
tall and spindling; if it branches out 
low and wide, the roots spread out like 
a cartwheel. He can tell whether an 
orange was grown on clay or on sand} 
soil. If a peach is covered with a thick 
coat of fuzz, he^ tells, without tasting, 
that it is an old Florida seedling, ac- 
climated by long residence and taught 
by nature to cover itself with fuzz as a 
protection against the curculio and 
other Insects. 


A section of a limb reveals to him that 


the tree was grown in the sod. He can 
tell which side of a pear tree will die 
first. He can point out a hundred yards 
away the trees that were injured by 
borers or salamanders. By the leaves 
of a tree he can tell what kind of a sea- 
son prevailed, whether wet or dry. The 
triangular Btem tells him that the tree 
was overfed with nitrogen and will be 
very susceptible to frost; that round, 
hard stem shows that the tree was well 
supplied with potash and will endure 
several degrees more of cold. Where a 
powerful branch strikes out on a tree 
he knows that a corresponding strong 
root runs out very nearly underneath it 


Let him look at the head of a tree am 


he will inform you that it was plantec 
too deep. By the color of the leaves he 
knows the tree was starved for nitro- 
gen. Certain indications on the orange 
tell him infallibly that the tree had a 
dicback. By the shading of a russei 
orange he will tell the novice whether 
the orange stood up on its stem or hung 
down. If an outside orange of a given 
variety, plucked at the proper time, is 
sourer than it should be, he kuows the 
tree was planted too deep; the roots 
supplied the fruit with cold, sour, un- 
sunned sap. Or, possibly, the season 
was unusually Wet and cloudy. In a 
freeze one tree will be taken and an- 
other right beside it will be left. The 
one that was lulled was planted too 
deep. 


A grapevine left unpruned for years 


will have short, puny growths of new 
wood, many of which will die in the full 
or in the beginning of winter from in- 
anition, and the leaves will be much 
smaller than those on pruned vines. A 
bunch of grapes from an old vine and 
another from a young vine of the same 
variety, although grown only a few feet 
apart and under the same treatment, 
will show this difference: The bunch 
from the old vine will color up and ripen 
first, and will be of better flavor, but 
not so large. 


A box elder topped too short and late 


in the spring will manifest its misery 
by short, tightly curled and crinkled 
leaves. An orange tree which has had 
green cowpea vines plowed down on its 
roots will express its disgust at such 
bungling by turning its leaves mottled, 
green and yellow. — Florida Times 
Union.

FUNGUS OH FISHES. 


Some Mt»t Bo Handled -n-lth Vcrj 


GrcRt Care and Some May Be 


Scrubbed with a llruBh. 


Fishes with \vounds or abraded spots 


upon them arc likely to be attacked by 
fungus. 
Various means are adopted 


for the relief of those on captivity thus 
afflicted. It is u common thing, for in- 
stance, to give fresh water fishra salt 
water baths for the cure of fungus, and 
sometimes such grovtths^ arc removed 
bodily 
One way of doincp thib is bj 


moans of a bit of sponge attached to n 
stick. The fish may be seriiithe and 
shy, but ninny fishes become more or 
less tame in captivity and grow accus- 
tomed to their situation and to the care 
bestovred upon them. Others must be 
treated vi ith the greatest care, so as not 
to frighten them, while still others 
seem to welcome the treatment. 


It is a «onimon thing for borne fishes 


to swim round and lotmd their tank, 
and advantage is taken of this habit to 
treat them. The sponge is held down 
in the \\atcr waiting, ard when the fish 
comes around the bpot of fungus is 
gently brushed frohi it as it passab 
Even a shy sort of fish, a.nd one com- 
paratively new in captivltj, nmy be but 
little frightened by this, carefully done; 
a big, solid, four-pound trout at the 
aquarium in this city, from which sorm 
fungus growths were removed in this 
manner, seemed, if an} thing, to be 
pleased to have them removed. 


The big sturgeon at the aquarium, 


which lias now been there nearly two 
years, and which is bigger and fatter 
and apparently in better shape non 
than ever, developed pome 
fungus 


growths soon after it was respited at 
the aquarium, on spots that had been 
rubbed in the capture or traiiBportation 
of the big fish, which is eight feet in 
length and weighs upward of 250 
pounds. The pool in which the sturgeon 
ts kept is 28 feet in length. To clean it 
a maji gets into it and Roes nt it with a 
long-handled scrubbing brush. 
One 


day when the man v.-as standing in the 
pool the big sturgeon came 
loafing 


along past him in the \vater. 
As he 


went by the mnn applied his scrubbing 
brush, nnd held it, easily, to a spot of 
fungus on the sturgeon's back nnd so 
brushed It off. The sturgeon sailed on 
calmly, and onme around 
presently, 


close at hand, as before. The brush was 
again applied and the last of the ftmguB 
removed, while the great sturgeon, 
seemingly, -was glad to 
be thus 


scrubbed.—X. Y. Run.

"The Apache Indians had a hard eut 


to crack when they got hold of our 
jaymaster'g safe," said the ex-sergeant 
of cavalry who was asked about hia ex- 
periences in Arizona. "On this par- 
ticular trip I was detailed with six 
men to escort him. He and his clerk 
rode in an ambulance drawn by mules, 
aud, of course, the escort weremount- 
'd. 
\Ve were in cainp one night be- 


ween two forts, when we wire jumped 
by at least 1,000 Indians. They killed 
wo men before we got out, and the 
ambulance was left in their hands. 


The paymaster's safe contained 


about $7,000 in greenbacks. It weighed 
something like 400 pounds, and worked 
with a combination. None of the red- 
skins had ever examined one at close 
quarters before, but they all knew 
what it w as hauled about from post to 
•iost for, aud, of course, they were 
anxious to get hold of the money. They 
Irst pounded off the knob with stones, 
hinklng the door cou!3 then be pried 
open. It was a failure, of course, and 
then they tried their tomahawks on 
the chilled steel, hoping to cut a hole 
n it. They had seen iron softened by 
Ire, and the third move was to give 
;hat saff three hours' roasting. Luck- 
ly for Uncle Sam it was fireproof. 
They throw big rocks upon it wBile 
still hot, and it was dented here and 
there, but they were as far from the 
money as ever. 
After working away 


for a night and a day the safe was 
Iragged up the side of a mountain and 
tumbled over a precipice 200 feet'High. 
They expected to see it burst open, but 
the only damage done was to break one 
of the n heels off. It was left lying 
where it fell for three or four days, 
nnd the gang then turned and carried 
it to the river and let it sonk for a whole 
week. It was thought that this woutd 
soften it up, and great was their chft- 
jrin when baffled agaia. Then they 
tried g-unpowder, but, knowing nothing 
of blasting, they brought, about an ex- 
plosion which burned half a do^en 
carriers and left the safe as good as 
ever. 


"The Indians were fooling with that 


strong box for a month or more. They 
roasted it again, and they gave it an- 
other fall, and no burglars ever worked 
harder to get at the long green. They 
failed to get at the inside, however, and 
ia disgust they tumbled it into a depp 
ravine and left it. 
It was 14 months 


later that peace come, end we acci- 
dentally got track of the safe. An am- 
bulance and a guard were sent for It, 
and we found jt lying in the bed of a 
creek with a great pile of driftwood 
piled around it. It was a lonesome- 
looking old safe, as you may suppose, 
and nobody had the slightest hope that 
tho money had escaped flre and water. 
Wh«n we got it to the fort and blew off 
the door we found the $7,000 as snug as 
jou please. Some of the bilh were a 
little tender from the heat and some 
had grown moldy from the water, but 
Uncle Sam redeemed every dollar, and 
the paymaster was made happy again. 
When the Apaches henrd of our getting 
the money one of them, who had 
worked hardest on the safe, growled 
at me: 


White man some fool, Indian more 


fool, and iron box great big d — n fool!"

j>EBUX OF THE DOLLAR SIGH. 


The Author of (he Famoaa Character 


at I*»t Discovered In an Old- 


Time Verwonter. 


Some weeks ago Dr. Marcus Baker, of 


this city, published in one of the rooign. 
zines an account of a theory whicli he 
bas to account for the origin of the fa- 
miliar dollar sign. This has long been 
n dispute. All sorts of explanations 
have been given, the most common of 
which is that the initials of the United 
States are crossed. But there liove beer, 
seven or eight other theories to account 
for the dollar Riga which ie about at 
good. 


Dr. Baker, in his researches in the li- 


brary of the bureau of education, came 
across an okl book entitled, "A Com- 
pendium of Federal Arithmetic," de- 
signed for the use of schools, and es- 
pecially calculated for the meridian ol 
the United States, which was pub 
lished at Lansiugburg, N. Y., in 1797. 
Its author v, as RCT. Chauncey Lee, of 
Rutland, Vt. In this book the author 
hots forth a system of what he call*. 
"characteristics,," by which one vertical 
stroke was to designate the mill, two 
vertical strokes the cent, these two 
crossed by one s-6haped stroke the 
dime, and for the dollar the sign con- 
sisting of the two verticals with the 
two curved strokes, now so familiar, 
was proposed. 


At that time the people of tho coun- 


try were juit emerging from the use at 
pounds, shillings, and pence, where 
each was separated by a space from the 
next denomination. 
It accordingly 


seemed necesBary to Mr. Lee to have an 
arbitrary mark for each of the denom- 
inations of our monetary system. But 
he BOOB found that one character, with 
the d*cimal point, was all that was nec- 
essary, and in the latter port of his own 
bodk all of his elaborate system of sym- 
bols, except the one intended to mark 


e dollar, was found to have been 


dropped. 


Dr. Baker certainly finds tho dollar 


sign in this old arithmetic, and he does 
not find it in use at any earlier date 
By the time Adams' arithmetic was pub- 
lished in 1805, the symbol had be- 
come established. He therefore re- 
gards Mr. Lee as the inventor anil 
believes the sign to have been abso- 
lutely arbitrary in it& origin. Since the 
publication of his paper in one of the 
magazines, Dr. Bark~er has received 
many letters on the subject, but none 
in which his conclusions nrechallenged. 
Ho intends, for further verification, to 
make a study of the department rec- 
ords to see when the dollar sign first 
appeared in the treasury accounts. He 
also hopea to make a more thorough 
search of the old tcx t-books to see if by 
chance any use of this sign prior to that 
of Rev. Chauncey Lee can be discovered. 
It is certainly interesting to know fhe 
origin of a thing in such constant use 
ns the dollar sign. Dr. Baker's discov- 
eries seem likely to take all the senti- 
ment out of this matter, but this is the 
common result of modern historical re- 
search. — Washington Cor. Boston 
Transcript. 


TRACING BY FINGER PRINTS. 


NECESSITY OF VENTILATION.

tion IB Made Absolutely

In detective novels finger prints left 


by criminals, preferably in blood, play 
an important part, but truth seems 
stranger than fiction in the fact that 
the finger-print system of idcntifjing 
criminals in India has been made so 
perfect that it would enable any intelli- 
gent person In a few minutes to dis- 
tinguish the individual, if necessary, 
from all other persons now living in 
tho world, or, if data vtere available, 
from all other persona who have lived 
since the creation of man. The system 
ia simplicity itself, and there is none 
of the elaboration of process or the 
costly and delicate machinery required 
for the anthropometric system. 
All 


that is needed is a piece of tin, a sheet 
ol paper and some printer's ink. The 
inked impressions of the ten digits are 
taken and filed in the proper compart- 
ment of the proper piguon-hole, and it 
is on the clafabilication of records and 
their distribution into the pigeon- 
holes that the success of the system de- 
pends.

"loop" or the "whorl" type and by 
a simple table of the combinations of 
Ihtse tipes in tlu, ten digits 1,034 main 
classes arc made. Tbebe ere again sub- 
divided according to minor details, mid 
the*subdJviaionB cun be further dhided 
ad infinitum if necesbary, but with the 
table before him any person of ordinary 
intelligence can place his ringer on the 
corresponding card to a record in h-^s 
band within five minutes, m> maUcr 
how many thousand cards there raay 
be. It is calculated that the chances 
are about 64,000,000 to 1 uguinat nny two 
persons having dingle fingers identical, 
and the chances against all ten fingers 
being identical go beyond mathematics 
altogether.—London Globe.

Were our rooms airtight we could not 
survive. The atmosphere penetrates 
every crevice around the doors and 
windows, thanks to the law of equilib- 
rium, and we are saved from death. 
But whenever we find faembers ol a 
family sallow, hollow-eyed, liable to 
take cold easily and readily, and sub- 
j«ct to various disorders, we may be 
certain of one of two things—either the 
diet is faulty or they do not properly 
ventilate their dwelling.

By habit- 
uating one's self to (sleeping with open 
windows and having the head protected 
from draughts, the tendency to take 
cold will be eventually overcome—that 
is, with a proper amount and kind of 
food. 


One must not think that this subject 


of fresh air is too much Insisted upon. 
It cannot be. Nothing among culti- 
vated people is so continuously disre- 
garded. To enter some elegant parlor» 
is to breathe the air of a charncl house. 
Theaters and places of public resort 
are in this respect filthy beyond de- 
scription. After sitting for two hours 
in a room moderately well filled with 
people one is nerveless, dispirited, sub- 
ject to headache and liable to take 
oold. The department of public health 
should strictly watch all places in which 
audiences assemble, as often they be- 
come places of contagion.—St. LouN 
Republic.
